Claims Army Hurt 
Chances of Living 


WASHINGTON, 
June 
6~Rep. 
Pulton (R-Pa) said today he wiil 
a house committee to investi­ 
g ate the claim of a Pittsburg h vet­ 
eran that "a wrong ful mental diag ­ 
nosis" by Army doctors had made 
it impossible for him to earn a Uv- 
ing , 
Pulton said Stephen L. Carmalt 
contends he was placed in a hospital 
after he went throug h the Pearl 
Harbor attack, was wrong fully diag ­ 
nosed as sufferihg from some mental 
illness and that this diag nosis has 
stood for six years. 
Pulton Iras introduced a bill to 
chang e the diag nosis and to pay 
Carmalt $10,000. The bill states that 
this "wrong ful diag nosis” has caused 
Carmalt’s "release from responsible 
commercial positions, thus depriv­ 
ing him from earning a livelihood 
for his wife and two children, and 
causing him financial embarrass­ 
ment and personal humiliation,” 
Pulton said Carmalt also claims 
he has lost the use of his hands 
and arms as the result of certain 
treatment g iven him.

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Inventive Nurseryman Gets Good 


Plant Results With Hormone Soup 


WBSTBURY, N. Y., June 8—Henry 
Van Den Hoorn think* mother na­ 
ture is an irresponsible and careleas 
Jade. He also thinks her first assis­ 
tant, the busy bee. Is a clumsy , med­ 
dling little creature. 
Van Den Hoorn Is a nursey man 
He operates a ly ing-in hospital for 
plants. The heart of his establish­ 
ment Is a small asceptlc diet kitchen, 
where a white-coated chemist brews 
magic hormone soups. 
The hospital is a sprawling, green­ 
house, a holdover from the day s 
when sunshine and outdoor fresh air 
were a necessary part of a nursery ­ 
man's business. 
"The ideal greenhouse Is several 
stories high and without windows,” 
said Van Den Hoorn. “We can do 
much better with controlled heat and 
controlled artificial light than we 
can by rely ing on the vagaries of 
climate." 
Van Den Hoorn and his assistant, 
Paul D. Vossberg, have managed*» 
by 
experimenting 
with 
modern 
chemicals, to evolve formulae which 
have chopped down impressively the 
time required to propagate plants. 
'Dike rhododrendrons. for example. 
By using his secret hormone for­ 
mula, Van Den Hoorn is producing 
y oung plants in four months which 
used to take four y ears to develop. 
How It Works 
The only sure method of propa­ 
gating the showy shade-loving bush­ 
es formerly was to graft a branch 
from the desired plant onto the 
roots of a wild adult plant. Now Van 
Den Hoorn simply plunges stems 
from the desired plant Into a sol­ 
ution of alcohol and hormones for 
a few seconds, plants the cut stems 
In sand. In a few day roots start to 
sprout. 
“It Isn’t only the formulae," Van 
Den Hoorn said. "It is the way we 
can control the tempertures, mois­ 
ture and light in the greenhouse.” 
By working variations on his hor­ 
mone prescriptions, Van Den Hoorn 
has been able to sprout roots in jig 
time on cuttings of such reluctant 
plants as magnolia, pink dogwood, 
juniper and Japanese red maple 
Formerly , this was almost certain 
to be a grafting Job, a fussy , long 
and expensive process. 
The Holland-born nursey man has 
a gigantic, special heating plant 
with thermostatic controls running 
through his greenhouse. They were 
specially designed so It is possible 
to keep the sprouting roots 
o f a 
plant at one temperature and the 
steins and leaves above ground at 
another, 
“We work on the 
principle 
of 
w arm ieet and a cool head," he said. 
“W* even heat the water to 70 de­ 
grees before we sprinkle the plants.” 
Bee* Not Fussy Enough 
Van Den Hoorn claims, and has 
proof that letting nature take its 
course is a long, chancy way to pro­ 


duce bigger and better members of 
the plant families 
Bees aren't fussy : They ’ll go any ­ 
where they think there’s nectar. 
In the process, they ’re Just as like­ 
ly to pass 
pollen 
along 
from 
a 
runty , insignificant specimen to a 
great big beautiful plant. 
Scientific cross-pollenization has 
its place, too, but Van Den Hoorn 
is not interested in developing new 
strains. He wants to produce quick­ 
ly a lot of what has already been 
developed. His hormone potions ac­ 
complish just that. 
"Ultimately this will bring down 
the price of plants considerably — 
so they ’ll be within the price range 
of every one,” He said. "We aren’t 
interested unless we can get 90 per 
cent results from our cuttings.
